““Save the pennies,” say we also, locking at our
readers through our grandmotherly spectacles;
the dollars will take care of themselves. We
refer to the pennics and dollars which a kind
Providence bas put within our reach in the
mainfold resources of these islands. Dollars in
sugar and rice and wool, are so plainly in view,
that almost every one who thinks of going into
an agricultural pursuit loocks forward to the
accumulation of sugar by the hundreds of tons,
and commences to sew his moneybags with
double thread, vever once looking at the pennigs
that glisten neglected and unnoticed in the dirt
by the wayside, but which if gathered would
soon grow into dollars.

Our islands are rich in resources that have
lain for years peglected, while sugar alone bas
ridden on the topmoet wave of Hawaiian pro-

gress. For the present we will mention but cne

out of many articles, the growth and export of |

which is ere-long destined to figure among our
industries. We can scarcely travel a mile on

any country road on these islands, be it oo a |

mountain side, through a valley, over a plain, ora
lava flow, or cross fertile lands, without meeting
in some wasle place, in some hollow or on some
stoue-beap with the castor oil plant, (Ricious
communis, or Palma Christi) growing luxuri-
antly. lo other countries, where the Palma
Christi is an annuoal, it is cultivated with much
labor but with good profit; here, a genial

| elimate has made the plant perenmal, yielding |

its seed abundantly and without cultivation
twice a year—but we suffer it to rot on the
ground.

A few years ago, our townsman Mr. G. C.
McLean, imported machinery and a hydraulic
press [or the manufacture of castor oil, pur-
chasing the seed from the natives, at §3 per
hundred pounds, A superior lubricating oil was
made, which was used to advantage on the
engine of the steamer Kilauca and elsewhere.
But as a remarkable sign of the times, we learn
that latterly neither matives nor Chinese can be
found to gather the seed at that price—a crop
that hae cost them nothing to cultivate and only
requires the frouble of gathering—and the manu-
facture is brought to a stand etill. Can any
one point to another spot on the civilized globe
where the poor people are so independent as
here? They can reap where they have not sown,

. but in truth they are too indolent to do so.

In some localities where the plants are scarce,
the work of gathering will of course be slow,
but where plants are plentiful as is often the
case, the gathering of & hundred weight mn s
day should be an easy task. By exposing the
capeules a few hours to the sun they open, and
the only labor remaining is to put the beans intc
bags. The local demand would no doubt be soon
supplied, were any enterprising persons to make
a business of raising castor beans; but the
market of San Francisco is open, where they

| are quoted scarce at £3, and they would go

in duty free.

And it
also kept steadily ia view the lamentable fact of the
serious disproportisn of the sexes among the people
of these islands, aad urged that in order to equalize
this disproportion among a people of apparent Asiatic
origin, that it was desirable and no doubt necessary
| to seek for needed recruits of people, especially
females, among Asiatic stocks. No thinking man
resident .o this kingdom can doubt the importance
of wakisg efforts, such as have been made by the
collection and presentation of information, to induce
industrbus and worthy families with amall means to
lzave Ewrope or America in order to help the ad-
vancenent of these islands, and obtain for them-
selves lealthful homesteads and a competence. But
is also nust be borne in mind that there is s Hawai-
inn perple whose spirit of race and whose tastes
must e consulted. It is true they are weak and
would je if alone, almost helpless in the march of
civilimstion. Yet after all it is mainly by their sweat
and tal, and of such as they are that this realm is
susianed, and has an export and a revenue which
comnand consideration abroad. Therefore whilst a
Boud of Immigratien endeavor to induce to come
and to bring here husbandmen and artisans to
strengthen and adwnoe the important European
coloay in these isles, yet they must not neglect the
requirements of thenative population. Pablic men
of Hawaii will be hdd to account by the enlighten-
ment of the world i this matter; and I will say
moreover, that whilg efforts in the way of material
progress and the setilement of the Earopean in the
Pacific will receive a proper meed of praise; yet no
success of enhanced estates and of increased export,
and no trophies of material prosperity will condone
for the neglect of all proper means for the preserva-
tion and increase of the Polynesian rsce and indi-
genous masters of this archipelago.
